ORGANIZATION. 


LOCATION. 

Davidson  College  is  in  Mecklenburg  County,  North 
Carolina,  on  the  Atlantic,  Tennessee,  and  Ohio  Railroad, 
twenty-three  miles  north  of  Charlotte  and  twenty-four  miles 
south  of  Statesville.  The  site  of  the  College  and  the  adjacent 
village  is  remarkably  healthy,  being  free  from  malaria  and 
other  local  causes  of  sickness. 

The  College  was  founded  in  1837.  All  the  Presbyteries  in 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Florida,  are 
represented  in  its  Board  of  Trustees. 


ADMISSION. 

Age. — The  earliest  age  at  which,  in  general,  it  will  be  ad- 
vantageous to  enter  the  College,  is  at  the  completion  of  the 
fifteenth  year.  The  Faculty  is  authorized  to  matriculate  a 
student  at  an  earlier  age,  provided  sufficient  reasons  exist. 

Testimonials. — Every  applicant  for  matriculation  must 
submit  to  the  President  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character,  and  if  from  an  Academy  or  another  College, 
a  certificate  of  dismission  in  good  standing. 

Examinations  for  Admission. — The  examinations  for  ad- 
mission are  both  oral  and  in  writing.  They  arc  held  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  before  Commencement  day,  and  also 
on  Wednesday  before  the  opening  of  the  session.  All  appli- 
cants are  requested  to  present  themselves  on  these  days. 
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Students  may  be  admitted  to  any  class  for  which  they  are 
prepared,  at  any  time  during  the  year.  But  it  is  desirable 
that  they  enter  at  the  opening  of  a  term,  or,  if  possible,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Academic  Year. 

Advanced  Standing. — Candidates  for  advanced  standing 
will  be  examined  in  all  the  studies  gone  over  by  the  class 
which  they  propose  to  enter. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


Two  regular  Courses  of  Study  are  offered  : 

I. — The  Classical  Course. 
II. — The  Scientific  Course. 

Eclectic  Course. — Persons  who  do  not  wish  to  complete 
either  of  the  regular  courses  are  permitted,  provided  they 
have  the  requisite  qualifications,  to  select  particular  branches 
of  study  and  to  recite  with  the  College  classes,  the  number  of 
their  studies  being  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Faculty. 
Certificates  of  subjects  studied  and  of  attainments  made  will  be 
given,  if  desired,  to  such  as  have  satisfactorily  pursued  special 
studies.

CLASSICAL   COURSE. 


The  Classical  Course  occupies  four  years.  Those  who 
satisfactorily  complete  this  course  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

Requisites  of  Admission. — Candidates  for  admission  to 
the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  in  the  following  subjects, 
for  which,  however,  an  equivalent  will  be  accepted  : 

Mathematics. — Arithmetic  ;  Algebra — through  Radicals  to 
Equations  of  the  Second  Degree. 

Latin. — Gildersleeve's  Latin  Primer  and  Latin  Reader  ; 
Gildersleeve's  Latin  Grammar  ;  Cicero's  Orations  against 
Catiline. 

Greek. — Goodwin's  Grammar;  Goodwin's  Reader  (the  part 
comprising  the  1st  and  2d  books  of  the  Anabasis) ;  White's 
First  Lessons  in  Greek. 

English. — Grammar ;   Modern  Geography. 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  THOSE  PREPARING  FOR  COLLEGE. 

To  those  who  are  preparing  for  College,  it  is  recommended 
to  confine  themselves  to  the  subjects  given  above,  and  to 
master  them  thoroughly.  Nothing  is  gained  by  attempting 
to  anticipate  the  studies  of  the  class  which  the  pupil  proposes 
to  enter. 

In  the  Ancient  Languages,  the  indispensable  requisite  is  an 
accurate  acquaintance  with  the  forms  :  i.  e.  with  the  declen- 
sions Pf  nouns  and  adjectives,  and  the  conjugation  of  verbs, 
both  regular  and  irregular.  If  these  are  not  acquired  at  the 
beginning  of  the  course,  the  defect  is  seldom  remedied.  It 
is  our  experience  that  those  who  have  been  carefully  drilled 
pn  the  forms  make  sure  and  rapid  progress,  and  reflect  honor 
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on  the  schools  from  which  they  come,  whilst  those  who  are 
deficient  in  them  frequently  become  discouraged. 

In  addition,  an  acquaintance  with  the  more  elementary 
principles  of  Syntax  is  necessary.  The  minutiae  should  be 
reserved  for  the  College  course. 

An  extensive  course  of  reading  is  not  recommended,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  is  discouraged.  Enough  should  be  read  to 
apply  the  principles  of  the  Grammar,  to  furnish  a  vocabulary, 
and  to  train  the  pupil  in  the  art  of  translation.  But  a  super- 
ficial, slovenly  reading  of  large  portions  of  Latin  and  Greek 
has  always  been  found  to  be  injurious  to  sound  habits  of 
study  and  a  hindrance  to  the  acquisition  of  the  languages.  It 
is  most  earnestly  recommended  that  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  time  usually  devoted  to  translating  into  English  be  em- 
ployed in  exercises  in  writing  Latin  and  Greek. 

Required  and  Elective  Studies. — All  the  studies  of  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  are  obligatory.  In  the 
Junior  and  Senior  Classes,  while  some  branches  are  required 
of  all  the  members,  in  regard  to  others  an  election  is  per- 
mitted. 

The  elective  studies  of  the  Junior  Class  are  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Mathematics.  Every  regular  member  of  the  class  must 
choose  one  of  the  three.  The  elective  studies  of  the  Senior 
Class  are,  Mathematics,  Practical  Chemistry,  and  the  elec- 
tive studies  of  the  Junior  year  not  previously  taken.  Every 
regular  member  of  the  class  must  choose  at  least  two 
electives. 

The  election  is  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic 
year,  and  no  change  of  studies  is  allowed  after  the  work  of 
the  class  has  begun. 

Recitations. — Each  class  attends  fifteen  recitations  a  week. 
By  inspecting  the  scheme  of  recitations  it  will  be  seen  that 
they  are  arranged  so  as  to  enable  a  student  to  recite  with 
the  classes  of  two  consecutive  years — i.  e.  he  can  recite  with 
both  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  ;  or  with  the 
Sophomore  and  Junior  ;  or  with  the  Junior  and  Senior. 
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The  following  scheme  gives  a  general  view  of  the  studies 
of  this  course  and  of  the  order  in  which  they  are  taught.

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SCIENTIFIC    COURSE 


The  Scientific  Course  occupies  three  years.  Those  who 
complete  this  course  receive  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

The  requisites  for  admission  to  the  First  Class  are  the 
same  as  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Greek.  The  examinations  for  entrance  are  held  on 
the  same  days  as  those  for  the  Classical  Course. 

The  elective  studies  of  this  course  are  in  the  Third  Class.

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THE    PREPARATORY    CLASS. 


This  Class  is  designed  to  afford  an  opportunity  to  such  as 
desire  it,  to  fit  themselves  for  entrance  into  the  Freshman 
Class  of  the  Classical  Course. 

Applicants  for  admission  should  be  well  prepared  in  Arith- 
metic, the  elementary  English  branches,  and  the  forms  of  the 
Latin  Language.  It  is  very  important  that  they  be  present 
at  the  opening  of  the  session. 

The  charges  for  tuition,  room-rent,  servant's  hire,  and  con- 
tingencies, which  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  members  of 
College,  are  payable  in  advance,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term.

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DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


THE  LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 


PROF.  SAMPSON. 

The  course  in  Latin  extends  through  three  years.  In  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes,  and  in  the  first  year  of 
the  Scientific  Course,  the  study  of  this  language  is  required  ; 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes,  it  is  elective. 

FRESHMAN    CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Freshman  Class  is  occupied  with 
the  study  of  Curtius,  de  Gestis  Alexandri  Magni,and  Gilder- 
sleeve's  Grammar  through  Section  191.  In  the  second  term, 
Curtius  is  continued  for  three  months.  The  remainder  of  the 
session  is  devoted  to  Cicero  de  Senectute.  The  Grammar  is 
studied  as  far  as  Section  474.  Roman  History  is  studied 
during  both  terms. 

SOPHOMORE    CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Sophomore  Class  reads  Cicero's 
Orations  de  Imperio  Cn.  Pompeii  and  pro  Milone.  A  rapid 
review  of  the  case  relations  is  made,  and  the  study  of  the 
Grammar  continued.  During  the  second  term,  Horace  is 
read,  and  a  detailed  treatment  of  the  principle  Horatian 
Metres  given.     The  Grammar  is  completed. 

JUNIOR    CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Junior  Class  is  engaged  on  the 
Histories  of  Livy,  and  returns  to  the  study  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult parts  of  Gildersleeve's  Grammar.  During  the  second 
term,  Tacitus's  Germania  and  Agricola  are  read. 
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Throughout  the  course  great  emphasis  is  laid  on  writing 
Latin.  Black-board  exercises  constitute  a  prominent  feature 
in  the  method  of  instruction,  and  for  this  purpose  Gilder- 
sleeve's  Exercise  Book  is  chiefly  used  pari  passu  with  the 
study  of  the  Grammar.  Original  connected  exercises  are 
given  out  weekly,  and  the  first  hour  of  the  week  with  each 
class  is  devoted  to  discussing  the  principles  involved  in  the 
exercise,  which  has  been  corrected  and  returned.  The  cor- 
rect form  is  written  on  the  board,  and  the  class  is  required  to 
take  it  down  for  future  review.  The  exercises  in  the  exami- 
nations at  the  close  of  each  term  are  original,  and,  calling 
into  action  the  powers  of  the  student  in  the  most  complete 
and  rigorous  manner,  require  him  to  give  evidence  of  his 
practical  acquaintance  with  the  subjects  that  have  been 
taught.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  department  to  make  the 
students  thorough  and  systematic  in  their  attainments,  and 
to  insure  a  solid  foundation  for  future  acquirements  to  rest 
upon.

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THE  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 


PROF.  LATIMER. 

The  course  in  Greek,  as  in  Latin,  extends  over  three  years. 
In  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  the  study  is  com- 
pulsory. The  Junior  course  is  optional,  and  can  be  elected 
by  members  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

The  Freshman  Class,  in  the  first  term,  reads  Xenophon's 
Hellenica,  and,  in  the  second,  selected  Orations  of  Lysias. 
The  Grammar  used  is  Curtius's.  In  this  Class,  especial  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  forms  of  the  language.  The  History 
of  Greece  also  is  studied  during  the  year. 

SOPHOMORE  CLASS. 

In  the  Sophomore  Class,  the  study  of  Curtius's  Grammar 
is  continued,  the  student  being  chiefly  employed  with  the 
Syntax.  The  authors  read  are,  first  term,  yEschines,  and 
second,  Plato. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

In  the  Junior  Class,  the  first  term  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  Thucydides,  and  the  second  to  the  study  of  Sophocles. 
Goodwin's  Moods  and  Tenses  is  the  text-book  in  Grammar. 

An  exercise  in  translating  from  English  into  Greek  is  re- 
quired of  each  class  every  week.  The  student's  work  is 
carefully  revised  by  the  Professor,  and  one  hour  a  week  is 
spent  with  the  class  in  discussing  the  principles  of  Syntax 
involved  in  the  exercise  of  the  preceding  wgek. 

The  Professor  in  charge  of  this  department  would  respect- 
fully urge  upon  teachers  preparing   students  for  this   institu- 
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tion  the  necessity  of  thorough  drill  in  the  forms  of  the  Greek 
Language.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  those  who 
wish  to  pursue  this  study  should  have  learned  to  write  the 
forms,  as  well  as  to  recite  them  memoriter. 

The  Lexicon  recommended  is  Liddell  and  Scott's  (6th  Ed), 


MATHEMATICS 


PROF.   CARSON. 

The  course  in  mathematics  extends  over  four  years.  Its 
study  is  required  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years,  but 
elective  in  the  Junior  and  Senior.  The  solution  of  problems 
forms  a  large  part  of  each  year's  course.  This  serves  the 
double  purpose  of  impressing  the  subject  on  the  mind,  and 
of  giving  it  a  practical  value  beyond  the  mere  mental  training. 
The  aim  of  the  Field  Work  is  to  qualify  the  student  to  solve 
readily  and  judiciously  those  problems  of  Surveying,  Drain- 
age, Irrigation,  etc.,  which  the  farmer  may  be  called  on  to  do. 
Hence,  more  stress  is  laid  on  the  use  of  the  Chain  or  Tape 
alone,  the  Plane  Table,  Carpenter's  Level  and  improvised 
Water  Level — instruments  accessible  to  all — than  of  the 
Compass,  Transit  and  Engineer's  Level. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS. 

The  Freshman  Class  recites  four  times  a  week.  The  sub- 
jects taught  are:  Theory  of  Numbers,  Algebra,  Plane 
Geometry. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  this  class  must  have  completed 
Arithmetic,  and  should  be  well  grounded  in  Algebra  as  far 
as  Equations  of  the  Second  Degree. 

Text-Books. — Ray's  Algebra,  Part  II. ;  Venable's  Legendre's 
Geometry. 

SOPHOMORE     CLASS. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recites  five  times  a  week.  The  sub- 
jects taught  are  :  Solid  Geometry ;  Plane  Trigonometry ; 
Spherical  Trigonometry. 
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The  class  is  also  employed,  as  far  as  other  duties  and  the 
weather  permit,  two  afternoons  of  every  week  in  Surveying; 
Parting  off  Land;  Levelling;  Drawing  Profiles  and  Plats; 
Calculating  Areas. 

Text  Books. — Venable's  Legendre's  Geometry  ;  Todhun- 
ter's  Plane  Trigonometry  ;  Todhunter's  Spherical  Trigo- 
nometry ;   Lectures  on  Field  Work. 

JUNIOR    CLASS. 

The  Junior  Class  (elective)  recites  three  times  a  week.  The 
subjects  taught  are:  Analytical  Geometry  of  Two  Dimen- 
sions ;   Differential  Calculus. 

This  class  is  also  employed  part  of  the  afternoons  of  the 
first  term  in  determining  the  Location  for  Roads,  Ditches, 
and  Canals  ;  Staking  out  the  same  ;  Calculating  amounts  of 
Earthwork  and  Masonry. 

Text-Books. — Puckle's  Conic  Sections  ;  Todhunter's  Differ- 
ential Calculus  ;   Lectures. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

The  Senior  Class  (elective)  recites  three  times  a  week.  The 
subjects  taught  are  :  Differential  Calculus  (completed) ;  In- 
tegral Calculus;  Analytical  Geometry  of  Three  Dimensions; 
Theory  of  Equations. 

Text-Books. — Todhunter's  Differential  Calculus;  Todhun- 
ter's Integral  Calculus  ;   Lectures. 
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MODERN   LANGUAGES. 


Instruction  is  given  in  French  and  German.  The  course 
consists  of  the  grammatical  study  of  the  languages,  with  ex- 
ercises in  composition  and  translation,  and  is  confined  to  one 
year.  There  are  three  recitations  a  week  in  each  language. 
All  candidates  for  the  degrees  of  A.  B.  and  B.  S.,  are  required 
to  study  one  of  these  languages  in  the  Junior  year;  the  other 
may  be  elected  in  the  Senior. 

FRENCH. 

PROF.  SAMPSON. 

The  same  methods  are  used  as  in  the  teaching  of  the  Latin. 
The  endeavor  is  made  to  show  the  close  connection  of  the 
French  with  the  parent  language,  and  to  enable  the  student 
to  understand  the  language  accurately  and  readily  as  far  as 
he  goes. 

Text-Books. — Otto's  French  Grammar  ;  Bcecher's,  Otto's 
French  Reader.     For  reference,  Breymann's  Grammar. 

GERMAN. 

PROF.  LATIMER. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  secure  a  familiar  acquaint- 
ance with  the  forms  of  the  language  and  the  simpler  principles 
of  Syntax. 

Text-Books. — Otto's  German  Grammar  ;  Evan's  Otto's  Ger- 
man Reader.     Whitney's  Dictionary  is  recommended. 
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CHEMISTRY,  MINERALOGY,  AND  GEOLOGY. 


PROF.  MARTIN. 

The  studies  in  this  department  are  pursued  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  years,  and  in  the  Second  and  Third  Scientific 
years. 

JUNIOR    CLASS. 

The  Juniors  and  Second-year  Scientifics  study  General 
Chemistry.  The  laws  of  Chemistry  are  taught  fully  and 
thoroughly,  and  the  Elements,  with  their  more  important 
compounds — organic  and  inorganic — are  exhibited,  dis- 
cussed, and  experimented  upon.  Great  attention  is  paid 
to  the  drill  of  this  class,  and  a  constant  effort  is  made,  by 
illustration,  experiment,  examination,  and  the  working  of 
problems,  to  make  the  students  familiar  with  the  principles 
of  the  science. 

The  Class  meets  three  times  a  week. 

Text-Book. — Barker's  Chemistry,  in  connection  with  the 
Professor's  Lectures. 

SENIOR    CLASS. 

The  Seniors  and  Third-year  Scientifics  recite  in  Mine- 
ralogy and  Geology.  They  meet  twice  a  week  and  study,  in 
the  first  term,  Mineralogy,  and  in  the  second  term,  Geology. 

The  laws  of  Crystallography  are  discussed,  with  the  aid  of 
models  ;  the  leading  minerals  are  then  taken  up  and  de- 
scribed. Specimens  to  illustrate  all  the  minerals  treated  of 
in  the  lectures  are  kept  on  the  table,  and  the  class  is  drilled 
upon  them  till  the  students  are  able  at  sight  or  by  simple 
tests  to  identify  similar  specimens  wherever  found.  A  prac- 
tical familiarity  with  minerals  is  the  end  kept  constantly  in 
view. 
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The  same  plan,  as  far  as  may  be,  is  followed  in  Geology; 
the  rocks  and  fossils  commented  on  are  kept  constantly  dis- 
played, and  the  students  are  frequently  examined  on  them. 
This  drill  on  rocks  and  fossils  is  in  connection  with  a 
thorough  study  of  the  laws  and  phenomena  of  Geology. 

Text-Books. — Professor's  Lectures  ;  Le  Conte's  Elements 
of  Geology. 

Elective  Studies. — Analytical  Chemistry  is  studied  by 
such  Seniors  and  other  students  as  may  elect  it.  They  spend 
three  hours  a  day,  for  three  days  of  the  week,  in  the  Labora- 
tory, in  learning  to  make  qualitative  analyses  of  Minerals, 
Chemicals,  Medicines,  Poisons,  Waters,  Soils,  etc.  With  fair 
industry  a  student  may  acquire  in  this  time  sufficient  skill 
and  experience  to  enable  him  to  undertake  successfully  any 
ordinary  analysis. 

Text-Book. — Fresenius's  Manual,  (Johnson's  Ed.) 


NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND  ASTRONOMY. 


PROF.  BLAKE. 

The  studies  of  this  department  are  taken  up  in  the  Sopho- 
more, and  continued  through  the  Junior  and  Senior  Classes. 

SOPHOMORE  CLASS. 

This  class  begins  with  the  fundamental  properties  of  mat- 
ter, and  its  relations  to  force  and  motion.  '  During  the  first 
term,  all  the  leading  principles  of  Mechanics  are  illustrated 
by  varied  experiments,  familiar  lectures,  and  the  solution  of 
practical  problems,  until  the  class  is  made  acquainted  with 
the  subject,  as  far  as  this  can  be  done  without  the  aid  of  ad- 
vanced Mathematics. 

During  the  second  term,  an  experimental  course  in  Gen- 
eral Physics  is  pursued  in  a  similar  manner,  in  which  the 
specific  properties  of  liquids  and   gases,  and  the  phenomena 
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of  light,  heat,  electricity,  and  magnetism,  are  fully  illustrated 
and  explained. 

The  class  has  three  recitations  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

Text-Book, — Ganot's  Physics  (Atkinson's  Edition). 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

With  the  Junior  Class  the  subjects  of  Mechanics  and  Phys- 
ics are  again  taken  up  and  investigated  more  extensively  by 
the  aid  of  Mathematics.  Two  lessons  a  week,  during  the 
year,  are  devoted  to  this  work. 

Text-Book. — Peck's  Mechanics,  with  Lectures. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

This  class  has  three  recitations  a  week  in  Astronomy.  In 
addition  to  the  Text-Book,  the  students  are  taught  to  use 
astronomical  instruments — particularly  the  Telescope  and 
Sextant. 

Text-Book. — Loomis's  Treatise,  with  Lectures. 

In  all  of  the  classes,  a  review  of  the  subjects  discussed  in 
the  text  is  frequently  required  of  the  students  in  writing;  and 
in  the  higher  parts  of  the  course  special  attention  is  given  to 
those  generalizations  which  tend  to  establish  the  harmony 
and  unity  of  the  Physical  Sciences. 

The  department  is  well  supplied  with  standard  instruments 
for  illustrations. 


MENTAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 


THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  studies  of  this  department  begin  with  the  Junior  year 
and  continue  to  the  close  of  the  Senior. 

JUNIOR  CLASS. 

During  the  first  term,  the  Junior  Class  studies  Logic;  during 
the  second  term,  Psychology.     The  method  of  instruction  is 
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by  text-books  and  lectures,  with  exercises  in  logical  analysis 
and  essays  on  subjects  connected  with  the  course.  The  class 
recites  three  times  a  week. 

Text-Books. — Hamilton's  Lectures  on  Logic;  Hamilton's 
Lectures   on  Metaphysics. 

SENIOR  CLASS. 

The  Senior  Class  studies — I.  Political  Economy  and  Ethics. 
II.   Literature. 

1.  Political  Economy  is  studied  during  the  first  term  and  a 
part  of  the  second  term  ;  Ethics,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
session.     The  class  has  three  recitations  a  week. 

Text-Books. — Fawcett's  Political  Economy  (unabridged) ; 
Stewart's  Moral  and  Active  Powers. 

II.  The  course  in  Literature  comprises  Rhetoric,  Poetic, 
and  the  History  of  English  Literature.  A  parallel  course  of 
reading  in  English  History  is  also  prescribed.  The  work  of 
the  class  consists  of: 

i.  Examinations  (oral  and  written)  on  the  text-books  and 
lectures. 

2.  Critical  readings  in  classical  English  Authors. 

3.  Original  Essays  and  Speeches. 
The  class  recites  three  times  a  week. 

Text-Books. — Hepburn's  Manual  of  Rhetoric;  Lectures  on 
the  Laws  and  Forms  of  Poetry ;  Morley's  First  Sketch  of 
English  Literature. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


ACADEMIC  YEAR. 

The  Academic  Year  extends  from  the  last  Thursday  in 
September  to  the  last  Thursday  in  June.  It  is  divided  by  a 
short  recess,  which  includes  Christmas  day,  into  two  Terms. 

The  First  Term  begins  on  the  last  Thursday  of  September, 
and  ends  a  few  days  before  Christmas. 

The  Second  Term  begins  on  or  soon  after  New  Year's  day, 
and  ends  on  Commencement  day. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last  Thursday 
of  June. 

The  Summer  Vacation  is  from  Commencement  day  until 
the  last  Thursday  in  September. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Rigid  arid  comprehensive  examinations  form  an  important 
part  of  the  exercises  of  the  College.  In  addition  to  the 
daily  oral  examinations  and  occasional  private  ones  (oral  or 
written),  mostly  for  the  purpose  of  review,  there  are  two 
general  examinations  of  all  the  classes  every  year,  viz. : 

1.  The  Intermediate,  at  the  close  of  the  first  term,  on 
the  studies  of  the  term. 

2.  The  Final,  at  the  close  of  the  second  term,  on  the 
studies  of  the  entire  year. 

Both  are  conducted  in  writing,  and  have  an  important 
bearing  on  the  standing  of  the  student  in  his  class. 
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REPORTS. 


Reports  of  scholarship,  deportment,  and  absences,  are  sent 
to  parents  and  guardians  at  the  end  of  each  term.  Reports 
of  deportment  and  absence  will  also  be  sent  regularly  during 
the  currency  of  the  session.  The  design  of  these  reports  is 
to  give  as  full  information  as  possible  of  the  conduct  and 
progress  of  the  student,  and  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
parents  and  guardians  with  the  Faculty  in  its  efforts  to  pro- 
mote greater  diligence  in  study  and  more  regularity  in  attend- 
ance upon  college  duties.  The  contents  of  these  reports 
should  be  communicated  promptly  to  the  student. 

PRIZES. 

The  following  prizes  are  offered  : 

i.  The  Rockwell  Prize,  founded  by  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Rock- 
well, to  the  regular  member  of  the  Sophomore  Class  who 
stands  the  best  special  examination  on  Latin. 

2.  The  Wiley  Gold  Medal,  given  by  S.  H.  Wiley,  Esq., 
to  the  student  who  stands  the  best  special  examination  in 
Mathematics. 

3.  The  Holt  Gold  Medal,  given  by  Col.  T.  M.  Holt,  to 
the  student  who  stands  the  best  special  examination  in 
Greek. 

4.  The  Fowle  Gold  Medal,  given  by  the  Hon.  D.  G. 
Fowle,  to  the  representative  of  the  Literary  Societies  on  their 
anniversary  who  delivers  the  best  original  speech.  Com- 
petitors for  this  Medal  must  be  members  of  the  Junior  Class. 
The  decision  on  the  comparative  merits  of  the  speeches  is 
made  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  names  of  the  successful  competitors  for  the  several 
prizes  are  announced,  and  the  prizes  publicly  awarded  on 
Commencement  Day. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES  AND  INSTRUC- 
TION. 

All  the  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  daily  morn- 
ing prayers  in  the  Chapel,  and  to  attend  public  worship  in 
the  Chapel  on  Sunday  morning. 

In  each  of  the  College  Classes,  one  hour  a  week  is  given  to 
religious  instruction.  The  studies  are  so  arranged  as  to  im- 
part in  four  years  a  systematic  and  tolerably  complete  course 
of  instruction  in  Biblical   History  and  Christian  Ethics. 

The  Williams  Association  of  Inquiry,  conducted  by  the 
students,  is  designed  to  assist  in  benevolent  and  religious 
labors  at  and  around  the  College,  and  to  promote  among  the 
students  an  interest  in  the  various  forms  of  Christian  enter- 
prise. 

LIBRARIES  AND  APPARATUS. 

The  Libraries  of  the  College  and  of  the  Literary  Societies 
contain,  in  the  aggregate,  about  eight  thousand  volumes. 

The  Apparatus  now  affords  the  means  for  satisfactory  illus- 
tration of  the  most  important  principles  of  Mathematics,  As- 
tronomy, Natural  Philosophy,  and  Chemistry. 

The  Cabinet  contains  a  large  collection  of  minerals  and 
fossils.  Graduates  and  friends  of  the  College  are  requested 
to  send  specimens  for  the  Cabinet.  The  College  will  defray 
the  expenses  of  transportation. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  Col- 
lege— the  Philanthropic  and  the  Eumenean.  Each  has  a 
commodious  and  handsomely  furnished  hall  and  a  well-se- 
lected library.  Both  are  well  conducted,  and  afford  oppor- 
tunities for  exercise  in  debate,  composition,  and  public 
speaking. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni,  honorary,  and  acting 
members  of  each  Society,  is  held  on  Tuesday   before  Com- 
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mencement  day,  at  8  P.  M.  The  public  exhibition  of  both 
Societies  takes  place  on  Wednesday  before  Commencement 
day,  at  8  P.  M. 

In  each  Society  prizes  are   annually  awarded  for  eminent 
ability  in  rhetorical  and  literary  exercises.

Rooms. — Students  are  required  to  room  in  the  College 
buildings.  The  College  provides  for  the  care  of  the  rooms, 
the  students  find  their  own  beds  and   furniture.     All  articles 
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of  furniture,  etc.,  that  may  be  needed  can  be  purchased  in  the 
village  at  reasonable  rates. 

Board. — Board  is  obtained  in  private  families  at  prices 
ranging  from  ten  to  fifteen  dollars  a  month.  Students  can 
board  in  clubs  at  from  six  to  seven  dollars  a  month.  There 
is  no  Commons'  Hall  at  which  students  are  required  to  board. 

Fuel,  etc. — Wood  costs  two  dollars  a  cord  ;  lights  cost 
about  three  dollars  per  annum  ;  washing  costs  from  one  dollar 
to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  month. 

Books. — All  the  text-books  used  in  any  department  can 
be  obtained  from  the  College  Agent,  at  the  publishers'  retail 
prices. 

Total  Expenses. — The  necessary  expenses  for  the  entire 
year,  (exclusive  of  clothing,  travelling  expenses,  and  pocket 
money,)  are  estimated  to  vary  from  two  hundred  to  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.  The  Bursar  of  the  College  will  take 
charge  of  money  intended  for  any  student,  and  expend  it 
according  to  the  direction  of  his  parents  or  guardian. 

Free  Tuition. — Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  while  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery,  are  not  required  to  pay  for 
tuition.
